1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
made of record does not disclose, either singly on in combination a novel child seat. 
The applicant has disclosed a child seat with a seat shell that can be displaced to and 
fro between different positions on a base part. And actuating handle being rotatable 
about an axis of rotation from the normal locking position into an unlocking position. A 
slotted guided device is provided on the base part and has at least one slotted guided 
path designed with latching recess for the different positions of the sat shell with respect 
to the base part. A locking device has a connecting device rotary handle with at least 
one guide element.
